‘The Japenese seplied that they hoc to refor 
it to the Japancse Foreign Offico in Tokyo, Aftor thie prel*nizary nego- 
tiation, these illegal flights of Japanese planes did not decroare at 
all, on the contrary, they were oxtended to many other arees --- even 
to the interior provinces such as Shanshi, Suiyuen and Shensi. 


The Chinese Ministry of Foreign Affairs again protected and 
demandcd immediate cessation of such flights. The protest stated in 
substance that these illegal flights of Japanese airplanos in North 
China would very easily cause misunderstanding. Not only Chinese lave 
wero being ignored, tut Chineso sovoroignty was also infringed. China 
had repeatedly tolerated in view of the fact that many iseucs in North 
China had not been settlod at that time. Now North China hac bocome 
peaceful. Therefore, diplomatic relation between Japan and China should 
be promptly conducted on a normal basis. In ordor to avoid any bad 
effect upon the roadjustment of Sino-Japanose relations, Japan was 
hereby demanded to take proper measures to stop such illegal actions. 
Consequently the Japenoso Government replied that the flight undertaken 
wy Japanese airplanes iu Peiping aud Tivatelc were based upoa tae 
provisions under Article 2 of the TAGKU TRUCE, The Chinese Ministry 
of Foreign affairs retorted that such contention on the part of the 
Japanese Government was apperontly a false application since Article 
2 in the said truce served a limited purpose of obsorvation during the 
evacuation of troope only. Moreover, the area to which this provision 
could be applied was also clearly defined (Seo text of the TANGZU TRUCE 
attached below). ‘Therefcre, the Japanese false application of the said 
provision could not be tolerated by the Chinese Government, and again 
asked that tho Japanese government should immediately stop them. Bven 
after this retort, these illegal flights of Jepancse airplancs still 
continued. The Chinese Ministry of Foreign Affairs, based upon its
